One of the. most remarkable things about 


the organization of the constabulary has been’ 


their extreme amenability to discipline and 
their readiness to assimilate western ideas of 
conduct and- deportment by the members of 
the force.

“done with the support of the Ghamber 
of Commerce and the 250,000 ‘Chib.’ 
About. $60,000 were spent .in 1908

and added sixtynew manufacturing 
plants to the district. Bank clearings 
increased: $6,372,460; matiufacturing 
output increased 10 per cent, in spite 
of -bad times; 100,000 acres of: land 
were,.added. to the irrigated belts; 500 
tailes of railtoad were built, and in de- 
veloping one distinct industry. of the 
empire, apple raising, 7,000,000. trees 
were set. out.. Further to emphasize 
this apple industry, the National Ap- 
ple Show 'was incorporated with $100,- 
000 capital, and the first-show, last 
December, was most successful.

only—from $5,000,000 to $15,000,000 in 
the past-five years. In 1908 Portland’s 
building permits represented a value

616,600. - Winnipeg’s bank clearings 
increased more rapidly than. those of 
any Cunadian city.
